STRAW VOTE IS TAKEN 


-Chicago. Aug. G.— The second, day of 
th« 
progressive 
national 
convention 


opened with a well defined fight over the 
negro Question vieing for first interest 
with Col. Koosevelt's delivery of his 
.•'confession of faith" to his followers ia 
the progressive cause. Some of the dele- 
gates declared that the elimination of 
:he southern negro from participation in 
the formation of the new party had-be- 
come the paramount issue of the con- 
vention. 


Eastern negroes joined with their 


brotfiers from the south in denunciation 
of. certain things that occurred at an all 
night meeting of the credentials commit- 
tee, when the last of the southern negro 
delegates were barred from the floor of 
the convention in a close vote by mem- 
bers of the committee. 


Vote Was Very Close. 


The vote stood 17 to 16 against the 


negroes, those from Mississippi, and im- 
mediately Julius T. Mitchell, of Rhode 
Island, apd other eastern negroes joined 
in crying that the deciding ballot in the 
vote had been cast by a questionable 
proxy on the committee. Fairly sput- 
tering wilh indignation, the negroes an- 
nounced that they would carry the mat- 
ter to Col. Roosevelt for a personal rnl- 
injr on th» point. 


The vote on the Mississippi case came 


in R secret session of the committee »t 
3 o'clock this raominf:. a few hours after 
both white and negro delegations from 
Florid* h»d been barred from the con- 
vention.

Chicago, Aug. 8.—Theodore Roosevelt' 


made his "confession of faith" today f 
to the national progressive convention,' 
The former president struck out boldly 
into new ground, advocating measures 
which he said frankly would be de- 
nounced as either socialism or anarchy. 


The delegates listened to his speech 


with -the understanding that they must 
either adopt a platform substantially in 
consonance with his views or look else- 
where for a nominee for the presidency. 


The Conspicuous Points. 


These are the conspicuous point* in 


the Roosevelt platform: 


"Recall of judicie.l decisions, as first 


advocated by 
Col. Roosevelt 
in the 


spring campaign, and for which he was 
subjected to wide criticism. Col. Roose- 
velt now advocates its extension to ap- 
ply to federal as well as state court*. 
He favors the establishment of machin- 
ery to make easier of amendment both 
the national and state constitutions, es- 
pecially with the view of prompt action 
on certain judicial decisions. 


Use of the 
government 
to 
assist 


workmen to become part owners of the 
builnets in which they are employed. 


The government system 
should bo 


shaped so that "the public servant, when 
he cannot conscientiously carry out the 
wishes of the people, shall at their de- 
sire, leave his office and not misrepre- 
sent them in office." 


Did Not Suggest Method. 


Col. Roosevelt did not suggest the

The Confession of Faith. 


Mr. Roosevelt's speech strikes a key- 


note for his followers and supporters in 
the new party. It lays down the plan 
of battle to be waged by the national 
progressive party. He discussed those 
principles 
under twelve sub-divisions, 


namely, the helplessness 
of 
the 
old 


parties, the right of the people to rule, 
the courts and the people, constructive 
control of the trusts, rights of the wage- 
worker, the farmer, the tariff, the high 
cost of -living, currency, conservation, 
Alaska and international affairs. 


"The two old parties," ho said, "are 


husks, with no real BOU! within either, 
divided on artificial lines, boss-ridden 
and privilege-controlled, each a jumble 
of incongruous elements, and 
neither 


daring to speak out wisely and fearlessly 
what should be safd on the .vital issues 
of the day/'1 . As opposed to this 
in- 


congruity and insincerity of action he 
asserted that the national progressive 
platform will be "a contract with the 
people," with-definite and concrete pro- 
visions to be carried out if the people 
ratify the contract on election day as ex- 
actly and honestly "as if it were actually 
enforceable under the law." 


Wo Help .From Old P^rty Machines. 
He said that neither' the republican 


nor the democratic platforms or man- 
agers show any adequate recognition of 
the mighty fact "that wo are now in 
the midst of a great xsconoinio. evolu- 
tion." 
This irresistible movement for 


economic change and improvement must 
be guided by "both common sense and 
the highest ethical standards,'1 in order 
to prevent reasonable evolution from be- 
coming dangerous revolution. The demo- 
cratic party, ag is inriicatted by its pres- 
ent record in'congress, lacks'the com- 
mon sens?, and the republican party, by 
its record of stolen delegates at the" 
Chi- 


cago convention, lacks the ethical stand- 
ards. 


"The men who presided over the Chi- 


cago and Baltimore conventions, ami the 


;he cause of human rights and of gov- 
ernmental efficiency." The reassertion of 
:he-atatcB' rights' doctrine of the demo- 
cratic party cripples and forecloses any 
real or genuine relief to the people. It 
reduces their promises to hopeless -and 
empty phrases. The mission and spirit 
of tliis progressive movement will thrill 
the republic from end to end. 


Right of the People to Rule. 


"The 
actions of the Chicago conven- 


tion, and to an only less degree of the 
Baltimore convention, have shown in' 
striking fashion how little the people 
do rule under our present conditions." 
In order to assure this popular rule Mr. 
Roosevelt urged-the adoption of presi- 
dential primaries, popular election 
of 


senators, the short ballot; an efficient 
corrupt practices "act, qualified use of 
the initiative, referendum and 
recall. 


The recall should be applied to adminis- 
trative officers. 
Mr. Roosevelt asserts 


that the adoption of these new methods 
of political administration is not an- 
tagonistic to representative government. 
"All I desire to do by securing more di- 
rect control of the governmental agents 
and representatives of the people is to 
give the people the chance to make their 
representatives really represent 
them 


whenever the government becomes mis- 
representative instead of representative. 
I hnve not come to this way of thinking 
from closet study or as a mere matter 
of theory: I have been forced to it by 
a long experience with the actual con- 
ditions of our political life." 


The Courts and the People. 


Under tliis bead Mr. Roosevelt, atronply 


emphasizes t.lie necessity of tho sovereign 
people preserving a check on every 
branch of public sen-ice. 
Under this 


head Mr. Roosevelt reiterates his now 
well-known views regarding the courts. 
"The American people, _ and 
not .the 


courts, arc to determine in cases which 
involve merely questions of justice be- 
tween individuals except 
that "means 


should lie. devised for making it easier 
than .it present to get rid of an incom- 
petent judge.-'' But when a judicial de- 
cision involves an interpretation of what 
the people mean by the 
constitutions 


which they have framed and laws passed 
by the people are nullified because the 
courts say those, laws are contrary to 
the people's will as expressed in their 
constitution, there irw.it be a "reference 
to the people of the ,iublic effect of such 
decisions under forms securing full de- 


The views of President Van Hise, 


of the University of Wisconsin, in his 
scientific work on trust regulation, are 
in harmony with the program of the na- 
tional progressives. "The present con- 
ditions of 'business cannot be accepted 
as satisfactory;" The reason for this is 
explained, in Mr. Roosevelt's opinion, by 
the fact that "those dealing with the 
subject have attempted to divide into 
two camps, each as unwise as the other." 
One camp lias fixed its attention only on 
the need for prosperity—"prosperity to 
the big men on top, trusting to their 
mercy to let something leak through to 
the mass, of -their countrymen 
below, 


which, in effect, means that there should 
be no attempt to refrulnte.the ferocious 
scramble in which greqd and cunning 
reap. the largest rewards." 
The other 


duty of seeing "that the decree of the 
court i* put into effect completely." Only 
in this way can there be avoided "such 
gross scandals as those attendtnt upon 
the present administration's prosecution 
of the Standard Oil and the Tobacco 
trusts," a prosecution which ha* merely 
resulted in increased .prices to the public, 
injury to the small 
competitor, and 


actual financial benefit to tbe traits 
themselves. "The progressive propoaal 
is definite, it is practicable. We prom- 
ise nothing that we cannot carry out, 
we promise nothing which will jeopardize 
honest business. * * • Our proposal 
is to help honest business activity, how- 
ever extensive, and to see that it Is re- 
warded with fair return, so that there 
may be no oppression either of business 
men or the common people. We propose 
to make it worth while for our business 
men to develop the most efficient busi- 
ness agencies for use in 
international 


trade; for it is to the interest of our 
whole people that we should do well in 
international business. But we propose 
to make those business agencies do com- 
plete justice to our own people." Where 
these concerns deal with the necessaries 
of life, th* commission should not shrink,. 
f'the necessity is proved, from Rein* to 
:he extent of exercising regulatory con- 
trol over the conditions that create or 
determine monopoly-prices." 
" 


It is imperative to the welfare of our 


people that .we enlarge and extend our 
Foreign commerce. AVe are pre-eminent- 
ly fitted to do this, because as a people 
we have developed high skill in the art 
of manufacturing; our business men are 
strong executives, strong organizers. In 
every way possible bur federal govern- 
ment should co-operate in this important 
matter. Any one who has had oppor- 
tunity to study and observe first-hand 
Germany's course in this respect must 
realize that their policy of co-operation 
between government and business hns in 
comparatively few years made them a 
lending competitor for the commerce of 
the world. It should be remembered that 
they are doing 'this on a national scale 
aiid with large units of business, while 
the democrats would have us believe that 
we should do it with small units of 
business, which would be controlled, not 
by the national government,, but 
by 


forty-nine conflicting state sovereignties. 
Such a policy is utterly out of keeping 
with the progress of the times and gives 
our great, commercial rivals in Europe— 
hungry 
for' international markets- 


golden opportunities of-which they are- 
rapidly taking advantage. • 


Justice to the Wage-Workers. 


Referring to the opening sentence .of, 


his address, .namely, "that we are now 
in the midst of a great'economic revo- 
lution," Mr. Roosevelt presents an ad- 
vanced and comprehensive plan to insure

labor. He gives it ..the paramount .place 
in his speech. ."The first charge upon 
tbe .industrial statesmanship of the day," 
he said, "is to prevent human waste. 
The dead weight of..orphanage and de- 
pleted craftsmanship, or crippled work- 
ers and workersWuffering from trade dis- 
eases, of casual labor; - of insecure old

Albert J. Comes Back. 


It is always a delight to read tho speeches of that 


gifted Indianiaii, Albert J. Beveridgc. and it is a still 
greater delight to sit beneath the witchery of his voice as 
he dramatically waves an old flag and with impassioned 
eloquence pleads the cause of the dear people. Every 
time he shoots one of those oratorical sky-rockets across 
the empyrean blue it must be admitted that the mental 
vision his auditors get is something worth going miles to 
see. Mr. Beveridge, who has doubtless been entirely jus- 
tified in keeping himself somewhat in the background of 
late in view of what the voters of Indiana did to" his polit- 
ical prospects two years ago, has come back. His keynote 
address as temporary chairman of the progressive na- 
tional convention on Monday., revealed the same old Bev- 
eridge power. His periods were as rounded and his per- 
orations as dramatic as in the olden days when he util- 
ized the same persuasive eloquence in an attempt to con- 
vince the Hoosier folk that the salvation of this great 
country depended upon the numerousuess with which the 
republican ticket was voted. Mr. Beveridge's keynote at 
Chicago was a masterly one, and the dispatches tell us of 
the ovation given the speaker throughout, and of the 
throngs which crowded about to grasp his hand as he con- 
cluded. He deserved it. Any man who can make a polit- 
ical convetion listen to him for an hour and a half is en- 
titled to a laurel wreath. But in Mr. Beveridge's catalogue 
of things for which he eulogized the new movement there 
is a striking resemblance to the list of things he used to 
name in enumerating the glories of the republican party. 
The same lofty ideals, the same depth of patriotism, the 
same ennobling principles were heralded as the actuating 
motives of the party of Mr. Taft—and at that time the 
party of .Mr. Beveridge. With the exception of the al- 


peered .hdgh crimes and misdemeanors at Chicago in June, 


the average man is able to see little change in the republi- 
can, party today from the republican party of two years 
ago, when Mr. Beveridge employed his wonderful skill as 
a-word-painter in heralding it as the sacred guardian of 
human liberties in much the same fashion as he now.extols 
the Roosevelt movement. Mr. Beveridge evidently was 
mistaken then. Is he certain this time1?

'IMMUNITY OF MURDERERS. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


The Rosenthal case and the 
recent 


•wave of murders by New York gang- 
sters has revived discussion of the un- 
enviable position of the United States 
in homicide records. 
A murder a day 


for a month was New York's most re- 
cent pace, -which startled the 
whole 


country. 
But 10,000 homicide crimes 


are committed in the United States in 
a year, or nearly thirty for each day, 
and the number is rapidly increasing. 
Since 1839 there has been an increase 
of 450 per cent, in American homicides. 
More murders are committed in this 
country annually than the aggregate in 
any ten civilized countries, excluding 
Russia. 


These figures are taken from statistics 


of the American Prison association, of 
•which Judge De Courcey, of the Massa- 
chusetts supreme court, is chairman of 
the committee on criminal procedure. He 
puts the murderer's chances as a sporting 
proposition this: 
Three to one that he 


is never brought to trial; ten to one if 
tried that he does not go to the peni- 
tentiary, and eighty to one that he does 
not.pay the death penalty. And these 
chances are growing more favorable for 
the slayer. Last year there were nearly 
90 mora murders than the year before, 
but the ratio of executions was one in 
eighty-six, against one in seventy-two. 


•Judge Do Courcey and the prison, as- 


sociation attribute this trend to the in- 
efficiency of-court procedure. He and his 
committee insist that this condition wili 
continue until public opinion is rotif-ed to 
insist upon a complete reorganization of 
the courts that will make criminal jus- 
tice "as swift and certain here as in 
England and Germany.'' But something 
will have to be done also to assure that 
three out of every four -who arc f •>' 
Brought in trial nt ail are captured.

MONG all the daring deeds of the naval encounters during the Civil War, the one that stands out 
superlatively is the gallant manner in which Admiral Buchanan fought his vessel, the "Tennessee."

wich Naval Observatories 


. to Trade Signals. 


TO TEST ETHER WAVE 


Washington, Aug. 
6.—Scientists in 


the United States and England anxious- 
ly are awiting the completion of. the 
navy's new wireless station at Arlington, 
Va. Astronomers at "the naval observa- 
tory at Washington have been invited 
by the scientists at the Greenwich ob- 
servatory iu England to conduct trans- 
oceanic experiments to determine 
the 


time required for the electric flash to 
travel the intervening distance. 


Wires will be strung 
between, the 


Arlington wireless station and an oper- 
ating room in the naval -observatory, 
three miles distant, from which experi- 
ments will be conducted, 


"Little is known of the possibilities ol 


the wireless or the use to which the 
ethereal waves may be put/' said Prof. 
George A. Hill, of the United States 
naval 
observatory- 
''We know that 


when the powerful flash of 
electricity 


leaves the aerials it is taken up by the 
ether. The ether receiving the elect'ricity 
broadcns out in wave?, similar to waves 
on a quiet pond caused by the dropping 
of .a pebble. What is the wave of ether 
and what can it be made to do? We 
have to determine whether the transit 
of electricity through space is. as we 
think, instantaneous. 


"Every night we expect, to exchange 


time signals with both the observers nt 
Greenwich and at Eiffel tower, in Paris. 
The wireless experts assure us there will 
be no difficulty in establishing communi- 
cation with both the English and French 
sations. 


"The observatory is 'preparing to send 


out a time signal every night to ships 
sailing the Atlantic. This signal is now 
sent out from the naval station at Cape 
Cod. The signal will be flashed from the 
•wires automatically by the time clock 
of the observatory, but owing to tlie 
high potential to which the apparatus 
will be .tuned up only those ships sev- 
eral hundred mile? from the east coast 
will be able to get the Signal."

Franklin MacVeaph. for the sake of 
economics to the government, conveni- 
ence to the public and safety against 
counterfeiting. Tliis decision practically 
has-heeii readied by the se.cretary. 


It is proposed to make the dimensions 


6 by 2'/a inche?. The paper money now 
in circulation 
measures 7.2S by 3.04 


inches. The designs of all paper money 
—United Staies notes and certificates 
and national bonk notes—would be sys- 
tematized and made uniform for every 
denomination. 


This move i? experted to save the gov- 


ernment abnul :;fliiO.OOi> annually, and 
the. national banks, which pa}- tor the 
plates for their notes ajjjl part of the 
COM, of redemption, about $21)11.01)0. The 
economies would be effected in steel for 
the plates, in paper nnd in labor. 


For many months the only deterrent to 


the ?t"p by executive authority ha» 
been the belief that it would be neee? 
gary for congress tn npproprintc about 
-Sl.CKVl.nnn tn'replaire the national bank 
note platof which have been paid fqr by 
the national bank". 
This problem has 


been solved by having the general de- 
sign of all national bank notes uniform, 
requiring only one engraved plate for 
each denomination, and placing on the 
notes by surface printing the name, lo- 
cation nnd charter number of the bank. 
This would do away with separate plates 
for each bank.
